GREAT BRITAIN'S FINANCIAL CONDITION. 

fondon, August 8,—The Governor of the 
Bank of Bugland, William Lidderdale, has 
evasented to make a atatement to the 
public through the Herald in conacquence 
of the alarming storios in America und on 
tbe continent to the affect that 9 general 
financial crash is near at hand and that thy 
Bvitish banks are afraid to lot the full 
situation be known for fear that it would 
precipitate w pauic throughout the world, 
These ramors have been growing in inten- 
sity singe tha embarrassment of Messrs 
Buring Brothers a few months ,ago. Mr 
Lidderdalo is the official pilot of British 
finanees, and his utterance ia probably tho 
only one that would be accepted aa beyond 
suspiciun and beyond dispute. I saw Mr 
Lidderdale at the bank, and after listening 
ve my le vaid :—~ 

‘T wish to aay emphatically that there is 
no basis for the reports that a great financial 
sisaster is impending in Groat Britain. It 
ia quite untruu that any important banking 
rouge is in danger save one, and the affairs 
of that one ara nuw in hand, As for the 
vhortered banks they are all sound, so far 
as Lknow, There have been great losses, it 
ig true, Lut these lusses have beon spread 
over large uumbere of persons, and as @ 
rale tha ioasea have been already met and 
paid, leaving the losers poorer, but still 
solvent, Thore will be afer failures, of 
cours, but hone uf any “importanés—nono 
that could affect the money markets, 

‘The result of the groat losses in South 
America and elsewhere bis been to bring 
prople to their senses. Speculation has 
completely stopped. The difference be- 
tween the wilduess uf Inet year und the 
depression of this is the difference be. 
tween convex and concave—where thera 
was a hill there is now a hole. Tho people 
aro poorer and wiser; that is the truth of 
the mutter. The talk ubout a coming 
panic is unfounded, ‘here ate two ways 
in which lossea can cume wpon the market ; 
vne is the acute form of panic, the other 
is the watered fora, dullness, lack of 
apeculation and distrust. As I said be- 
fure, the losses are already known, and, in 
most casua, already paid, One of the good 
resulta of the syndicates, trust companies 
and the like is to divide losses among tha 
multitude and so prevent crashes,” 

It would not by fair to quote Mr Liddor- 
dale too partivulacly, but he gave me many 
details duriog our conversativa showing 
thut the financial situation is ound. 1 atm 
io o position to say on my own respoaei- 
bilty that the Baring Brothers occupy a 
strong positiun, When tho Bank of Eng» 
lund took the offaira uf that great houge in 
haud its Nabilites wore absut £22,000,000. 
At presont Baring Brothers uwe less thet 
halt a million pounds, although there fae 
liability, to the Bank of Engtand of 
£7,000,000. This liudility, however, in no 
way ovneerhs the public, The Barings! 
affsira were found to be in an entirely 
solvent condition, a mery matter of getting

Paris, August 9.+-Tho Gauvis publishes 
to-day a dispatch from Borlin which has 
attracted go much attention that ,Melair 
reproduces it in a apecial odition, I haye 
uo better means of knowing thé trost- 
worthinesa of the nowa than yon have in 
Now York. I-send it onlyfor what it is 
worth on the Gauloi? authority. Tho dis- 
patch printed by the Gaulnia is an follows : 

Berlin, August 9.—Willidm, II ‘arrived 
to-day at Kiel on board tho Hohentollera, 
which at present he is unable to leave. 
Tho Emperor’s condition is much. more 
grave than has bacon admitted, for not only 
does he suffer from his knew joint and his 
ear trouble, but terribly severe rheumatic 
pains absolutely nail him down to his chair 
and will compel him to. remain’ utterly 
inactive for at least a fortnight without the 
lvast prospect of stirring. - 

Doctors, while atating that the alarming 
news which bss boen circulated je exage 
goratod, say that if the Emperor continues 
to refuse to submit himself to the treat 
ment prescribed his rheumatism inuat soon 
assume a mote sorious sspoct, and, attack 
tho heart. For the moment he ls quite 
unable to undertake any work, and it in 
thought that his atoy at Kiol, may’ benefit 
him if he keeps to the regimen laid down, 
But thoy fear that his urdent temperament 
will not resign itself to the ouforcod repose. 

Chere is much avxiety as te tha condition 
of the Emperor, and unensingsa’is-felt as 
to what will bo tho outcome should his 
disease have a fatal ending. ‘Thea reports 
are all the more reasonable as the Emperor 
doca not husbond his resources and will 
auraly continue his series of fatiguing jour- 
neys and duties as soon os tho first.sign of 
improvement begins to bo felt. ;
